In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are hereby directed to notify the inhabitants of Precinct 1 of 
the said Town of Walpole, qualified to vote in elections, to meet 
in the Town Hall, in said Walpole, and the inhabitants of Pre- 
cinct 2 of the said Town of Walpole, qualified to vote in elec- 
tions, to meet in the Auditorium of the New Bird School, in East 
Walpole, in said Town, on Monday, the seventh day of March, 
in the year one thousand nine hundred and twenty-one, at six 
o’clock in the forenoon, to bring in their votes for the following 
officers, to wit:

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REPORT OF SELECTMEN AND OVERSEERS OF 
- THE POOR 


Walpole, Mass., December 31, 1921. 
To the Citizens of Walpole: | 


The Selectmen beg to submit the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1921. 


The Board organized as follows:-—Henry W. Caldwell, Clhrair- 
man, Timothy E. Delaney, Clerk, Waldo R. Pratt. 


At all regular and special meetings, with but one or two ex- 
ceptions, all members have been present. 


Finances— 


During the past year, notes of the Town amounting to $35,200.00 
were paid, $4,000.00 of this amount being the last payment on 
the Main Street loan issued in October, 1916. 


On July Ist, 1921, Coupon Notes to the amount of $30,000.00 for 
highway equipment were issued in accordance with vote of the | 
Town passed at the Town Meeting in December 1920. 


The outstanding indebtedness of the Town on December 31, 
1921 is $356,559.08 divided as follows:

A complete report of the receipts and expenditures for the 
year will be found in the reports of the Town Accountant and 
Town Treasurer which follow. 


Poor Department— 


The expenses of this department have been $14,246.65 and 
we have closed the year with a small balance. Reimbursements 
amounting to $2,188.29 have been made to the Town by the State 
and other cities and towns for aid rendered in cases which be- 
longed to either the State or other towns or cities. 


We are now boarding two persons at the State Infirmary, one 
at the Canton Almshouse and eighteen individuals in private 
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families. We are also aiding twenty-two families but a number 
_ of these are only temporary cases caused by lack of work owing to 
the business depression in the town. Of the families aided, seven 
come under under the provisions of the Mother’s Aid Act whereby 


.. the town is reimbursed by the State, for one-third of the expense 


entailed. 


The Overseers have taken time to carefully investigate every 
application and all laws relative to the relief of the poor have 
been strictly adhered to. 


The wood which was cut last winter from the town’s lots at 
West Walpole has been used for fuel for the needy thereby creating 
a saving in the Poor account. 


We believe, at least, as large an appropriation will be needed 
for 1922. 


Law— 
Orestes T. Doe has served as Town Counsel during the year. 


There have been no law suits this year, although several small 
ones have been threatened, and the amount spent in this ac- 
count is small. 


Town Engineer— 


Mr. E. F. Durfee has served the Town for another year and we 
believe he has demonstrated that the Town can, if it will carry 
out the road building plan advocated at the time the highway 
appropriation was passed, before the expiration of the. five year 
period find itself with, at least, twenty miles of good road which 
it would not have had, had the old plans and methods been followed 
out. 


We believe that while the total number of miles of road built 
is less than we hoped for, that when the actual cost per mile, etc., 
is taken into consideration, it proves that Mr. Durfee’s estimates 
on what it would cost were high rather than low. The citizens 
should realize that the town has now started on a real road _ build- 
ing program and should see to it that at future Town meetings 
the proper amount of money is appropriated to continue this 
road building program. 


- The work has been started on filling in near pond at plant of 
Hollingsworth & Vose Company, East Walpole, so that the elec- 
tric cars can run over the Arches to their former stopping place. 
When completed and the board walk is repaired it should over- 
come the difficulties until such time as the Town feels financially 
able to widen the Arches and street. We feel a great amount 
of credit should be given to the citizens of East Walpole and also 
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Bird & Son and Hollingsworth and Vose Company for the way 
in which they have interested themselves in the matter of allow- 
ing the Town to fill in and also furnish the material needed for 
ail. 


Last winter the Bird Machine Company moved to South Wal- 
pole and owing to the condition of Neponset Street leading to 
their plant they were unable to operate their trucks to deliver 
machinery, ete., to or from the factory. We had planned to re- 
surface this road during 1921 but, owing to unforeseen expenses 
on other streets, were unable to carry out this part of the pro- 
gram. ‘The Bird Machine Company needed an improved road 
to their plant so badly that they agreed to pay for the building 
of the same provided the Board of Selectmen would agree to ask 
the Town at the annual Town Meeting to reimburse them for 
any expense they would incur in this work. The amount paid 
by the Bird Machine Company was $1,414.65 and the Town 
will be asked to make reimbursement to them for this amount. 


Recommendations—We feel that Washington Street from 
Short Street to the Norwood line should have a permanent top. 


Kast Street, from Main Street to the so-called Medfield Bridge 
on Klm Street, should be one of the first stone roads to be built 
in the Spring. 


West Street should be resurfaced: to the Norfolk town line 
and when completed there will be a good road all the way to Frank- 
lin. 


Bowker Street between North and Pemberton Streets is ane 
other street which, in our opinion, should be repaired as soon 
as possible, it being the only means of approach to the Rural 
Cemetery without climbing the hill and it is almost impassable at 
times. We recommend that this work be done in 1922. 


The old telephone building having been removed and the grounds 
graded, the sidewalk on Main Street to the corner of Stone Street. 
has-been completed. 


Street Lightung— 


The ten-year contract with the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company of Boston expired April Ist, 1921. 


_ The street lighting has cost more this year but the amount 
spent has been within the appropriation. 


One new light has been installed on West Street near the store 
of Wm. T. Gove & Son which lights up that side of the Common 
much better. This light was much needed as the busses stop 
and start from that point. 
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New lights were to have been installed on Grover Street and. 
also on South Street in South Walpole. When the matter was 
taken up with the Edison Electric Illuminating Company at the 
time they were unable to do the work and since the ice storm caused 
the Edison Company so much damage, it would seem that the 
matter will now have to wait until Spring. 


Perambulation Town Boundary Lines— 


This year the lines of three adjoining towns were perambulated, 
namely, Norfolk, Westwood and Sharon. The Selectmen of 
these towns met with the Selectmen of Walpole and together 
the boundary lines were followed, boundary marks found and the 
letters thereon repainted. This was done on three Saturday 
afternoons this Fall. Record of this perambulation has been 
duly filed with the Town Clerk. 


Police Department— 


Thomas P. Leonard was appointed Chief; Levi Mattocks day 
officer for the Centre; Patrick J. Burns, night officer for the Centre 
and William C. Crowley night officer for East Walpole. About 
the same number of special police officers were appointed. 


This Fall, at the request and suggestion of some of the citi- 
zens and business men of the Centre and criticisms of others, it 
was decided to try changing the night and day officers in the Centre. 
After a trial, it was found the results were not what was expect- 
ed and did not warrant continuing this plan so it was decided 
to go back to the old form. 


In December, some of the citizens of East Walpole met the 
Selectmen, stated conditions as existing in East Walpole and asked 
for a day officer in that part of the ‘Town. After taking the mat- 
ter under consideration, it was decided to appoint a day officer 
for East Walpole until the Annual Town Meeting and Albert 
Bassey was appointed to the position. If the continuation of ' 
this special officer proves necessary, as it now appears it will, 
the Town will be asked to appropriate the necessary additional 
amount for the Police Department to cover his salary for the 
year 1922. 


This will mean the department, as organized, now has five 
regular or permanent men, a chief, one day and one night man 
at the Centre and one day and one night man at East Walpole. 


From reports received to date the citizens of East Walpole 
are pleased and report that conditions are much improved since 
the new officer has been appointed. 
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Transportation— 


During the year 1921, one of the most important and also the 
most difficult problems to solve has been the transportation situa- _ 
tion. During the summer some of us who have always hoped 
that the street railway would resume operations had hopes that 
our dreams were about to be realized. At a voluntary meeting 
of citizens, a committee was chosen to go into the matter, decide 
if the street railway proposition was practical, and, if so, carry 
it through and, if not, find some other solution as to the trans- 
portation problem. 


The street railway proposition was found to be not practical, 
and, at first, the only solution seemed to be a Community Bus 
Line owned by citizens of Walpole, East Walpole and Norwood. 
While citizens were working on this proposition, Messrs. Snow and 
Pierce of Foxborough, who were already operating a line between 
Foxborough and Mansfield, and another in Hyde Park, came 
before the Selectmen and this Committee and offered to put a 
Bus Line in operation under certain conditions as specified by 
them for their protection. All matters pertaining to schedules, 
fare zones, etc., were carefully discussed and incorporated in 
the franchise granted to them the latter part of the year. 


Co-operation on the part of the townspeople, we believe, will 
help to make a success of and the continuance of what, in our 
opinion, is the best transportation service since the car line was 
discontinued. 


A great deal of credit should be given to the Transportation 
Committee who have not only expended much time, thought - 
and work in getting the Bus Line started but have voluntarily 
agreed to continue giving their time to help make it a success 
in the future. 


Vacancies in Town Offices— 


A vacancy occurring on the Board of Health, a joint meeting 
of that Board and the Selectmen was held and Mr. Nelson L. 
McCully was appointed a member of the Board of Health. 


A vacancy occuring on the Board of Park Commissioners, at 
a joint meeting of the Park Commissioners and Selectmen, Mr. 
James A. Valentine was appointed to fill same. 


Mr. H. Raymond Lewis, one of the Engineers of the Fire De-. 
partment, resigned as he was leaving Town, and Mr. William E. 
Ingram was appointed to the Board of Fire . Engineers. 


In conclusion, we wish to thank the citizens and especially : 
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the heads of departments for their co-operation and good wil] 
in the conduct of the affairs of the Town during the past year,

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REPORT OF TOWN ENGINEER 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Walpole, Mass. 
Gentlemen : 


I herewith submit my annual report as Town Engineer for 
the year ending December 31, 1921. 


This year a new departure was made in the highway work. 
Under a special appropriation a complete road building equip- 
ment was purchased by the Town, using the credit of the Town 
to make the first purchase and for the department to pay it back 
from the regular appropriation, one fifth each year for five years. 


After. installing the new equipment there developed many 
unforeseen difficulties, most of which however were overcome. 
The greatest difficulty was a change in the character of the gravel. 
The original plan called for installing the crusher at the gravel 
bank on the Low property at the pumping station but as we could 
not get the electric power there we had to take the only available 
place left which was the Jerry Lane bank on West Street. A 
careful test of this bank showed it to run 60% stone but as we 
dug further into the bank it changed to about 30% stone. There 
was also a deposit of flint stone mixed with the gravel that would 
not break in the crusher jaws causing the belts to slip or break, 
thus giving many hours of delay while the necessary repairs 
were made. All other parts of the equipment were most satis- 
factory. 


Taking the whole plan and comparing results with other years 
it has been very successful. We took from the bank and used 
on the roads by actual count 18,000 ton of material at an average 
eost loaded on the trucks of about 30 cents. About 4 miles of 
road were built, including a little over one mile of asphalt concrete 
road together with the general upkeep which proved to be more 
than. was estimated. 


Cutting the appropriation to $45,000.00 made it necessary to 
change many of our plans and work promised was laid over for 
another year. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of Select- 
men for their co-operation and support during the year.

TENDENT OF MOTH WORK | 


To the Board of Selectmen, Walpole, Mass: 
Gentlemen: 


I. herewith submit the following report of the Tree Warden 
and the Supt. of Moth Work for the year ending December 31, 
1921. | 


Considerable creosoting work was done by the department 
during the winter of 1920 and 1921. The work of spraying was 
delayed this year on account of the breaking down of the engine 
of the spraying outfit, the pump finally breaking completely. 
Arrangements were made with Frank Toner of North Attleboro 
to finish the work for the season. 


Some arrangements must be made before spring in regard to a 
new spraying outfit. We have been hindered the past two years 
by the present sprayer with the result that our town now is in a 
very bad condition. 


I cannot urge too strongly that property owners get creosote 
and paint the nests in the winter. Call at the Town Engineer’s 
office and get your creosote. While it seems a large task, if taken 
at once and something done at odd times it is not too big a job, and 
it all counts in the fight against the pests. One daub of the brush 
on a gypsy moth nest will kill from 300. to 500 caterpillars and 
where painting can be easily done it is the most effective way of 
exterminating the pest.

December 31, 1921: 


We had 94 forest fires this year as the spring season was one 
of the dryest we have had for a number of years. Most of these 
fires were set by railroad engines. 


The new forest fire Ford truck was put in service in the Center 
Station the first of September and has proven to be of great value. 
We would recommend the purchase of another one of these trucks 
for the Fast Walpole Station. 


I wish to thank the Deputy Wardens, the Chief Engineer and 
the members of the Walpole Fire Department for their hearty 
co-operation.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


Citizens of Walpole: 
The following is respectfully submitted :— 


. The general sanitary condition of the Town has been good, 
and there has been no unusual amount of sickness. A sharp 
rise in the incidence of Chicken Pox was -found during Decem- 
ber. Measles, whooping cough and scarlet fever did not gain 
any prominence during the year. Deposits of refuse should not 
be allowed on private land where such can be seen from the streets, 
as it gives the Town an untidy or unsightly appearance. The 
Town dumps are for this purpose and these should be fired or 
eovered in with ashes or gravel to render them less conspicuous: 


A sanitary inspector was employed for a short period and a 
rapid inspection of the Town was made. A number of places 
as a result of this were found in poor sanitary condition and 
remedied. 


Two cases of typhoid were reported during the year both 
of whom were infected from out of Town sources. Milk in- 
spection has been carried on at intervals during the year and 
the results of the examinations have been generally satisfactory. 


We recommend the cleaning and dredging of the brook running 
under Main Street, at the Center, for a distance of at least eight 
hundred feet in both directions from the bridge. If this is to 
be done by this Board it will mean a substantial increase over 
the regular appropriation. 


We recommend that hereafter licenses be granted to two or 
more persons to gather refuse and garbage regularly on certain 
days, from each part of the Town, and that such refuse be de- 
posited in barrels or boxes and placed. in an accessible place on 
certain days for removal. 


We recommend that the visiting nurse be employed directly 
by the Town through the Health department and that all moneys 
expended by the Town for the employment of the nurse be ex- 
pended through this department. 


Should the above be voted, it would mean in addition to the 
regular appropriation, sixteen hundred and _ fifty, ($1,650.00), 
twenty-two hundred, ($2,200.00), making the total appropriation, 
thirty-eight hundred and fifty dollars, ($3,850.00).

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts of the 
Town of Walpole, for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1921, 
made in accordance with the provisions of Section 35, Chapter 
44 of the General Laws. This report is in the form of a report 
made to me by Mr. Edward H. Fenton, Chief Examiner of this 
Division, who was placed in charge of the work.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the Town of Walpole for the year ending Decem- ° 
ber 31, 1921, and report thereon as follows:— 


The records of the financial transactions of the several de- 
partments were examined, and comparison was made with the 
reports to the accountant and with the books in the Accountant’ S 
and the Treasurer’s Departments. 


The books in the Accountant’s office were examined and checked. 
The receipts of the Treasurer as reported by him, were proved. 
The payments were checked by comparing: the approved bills 
and pay-rolls with the warrants and with the Treasurer’s books. 


The appropriation accounts were checked with the Town Clerk’s 
records of appropriations voted by the Town, the ledger was 
footed, a trial balance was taken off, and a balance sheet prepared 
which is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the Treasurer were examined and 
checked. The records of receipts were checked with the books 
of the several departments collecting money for the Town and 
with the Accountant’s books, and the disbursements were checked 
with the warrants authorizing them and with the Accountant’s 
ledger accounts. | 


The debt and interest payments were checked with the amounts 
falling due and with. the cancelled bonds, notes and coupons on 
file. 


The cash on hand was verified by reconciling fhe bank ATE: 
with the statements furnished by the banks. 


The committed accounts of the Collecter were examined and 
checked to the several warrants. The collections were checked 
with the cash book and with the payments to.the Treasurer. The 
abatements were checked with the records of abatements granted 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved to the Ac- 
countant’s books. A further verification of the outstanding 
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accounts was made by mailing notices to a number of / persons 
_ whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the Town, 
and from the replies received I am satisfied that the accounts 
are correct. 


The several trust funds in the custody of the Town ‘Treasurer 
were examined, the income and securities being verified and com- 
pared with the records on the Treasurer’s and the Accountant’s 
books. 


The books and accounts of the water department were examined 
and checked, the commitments were verified, the outstanding 
accounts were listed and compared with the Accountant’s books, 
the abatements were checked, and the reported payments to 
the Treasurer were verified by comparison with the Treasurer’s 
and the Accountant’s books. 


The receipts of all other departments receiving money were 
checked with the books of the Treasurer. 


A number of departmental bills are carried over from 1921 
which are to be paid from the revenue of 1922. Departmental 
officials should not incur liabilities in excess of the appropriations 
made for their departments. Even though their appropriations 
may be insufficient to permit the performance of work which, 
in their judgment, should be done, they are nevertheless bound 
by the amounts appropriated, and should either get additional 
appropriations or curtail the work so as to bring the costs within 
the sums available. The statute relative to this matter is con- 
tained in Section 31, Chapter 44 of the General Laws, and is as 
follows: 


No department of any City or Town, except Bos- 
ton, shall incur liability in excess of the appropriation 
made for the use of such department, except in cases 
of extreme emergency involving the health or safety 
of persons or property, and then only by a vote in a 
city of two thirds of the members of the city council, 
and in a Town by a vote of two thirds of the Selectmen. 


The balance, sheet appended shows a revenue deficit of nearly 
$14,000.00. The total of the actual cash receipts was considerably 
short of the amount estimated and used by the assessors in de- 
termining the amount to be raised by taxation. The deficit at 
the time of the Annual Town Meeting should be appropriated 
and raised in the revenue of 1922. 


Besides the balance sheet there are appended to this report 
tables showing a reconciliation of the Treasurer’s cash, a sum- 
mary of the tax, assessment, water, sealer of weights and measures 
scales, and library accounts, together with a table of licenses 
issued and tables showing the condition of the several trust funds. 
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While engaged in making the audit, uniform courtesy was ex- 
tended by every department official, and I wish, on behalf of my 
assistants and myself, to express to them my appreciation.

The work of the Library has been carried on this year by Miss 
Forster without the-help of an all time assistant at the Central 
Library. Miss Katherine Lewis has given considerable time 
as first assistant and has since September been in charge of the 
Sunday sessions. Miss Blaney has continued her splendid work 
in the East Walpole Branch. We are much indebted to her and 
to the firm of Bird & Son for their generous’support which they 
give the Library: In September Miss Annie Bird tendered her 
resignation as Sunday Librarian and the Trustees accepted it 
with regret, realizing how efficiently Miss Bird has. filled this 
position. 

The work with the schools has been very satisfactory this year 
and we appreciate the spirit of co-operation which has existed 
between our librarian and the School Officials. This part of 
the work seems to us most important, for through it you are mould- 
ing the reading public of to-morrow. 


We are also gratified because there has been a decided interest 
shown by some of our citizens who speak another tongue. Small 
libraries of Italian, Norwegian and French books have been used. 


Our Library building needs attention,—the interior has not 
been redecorated since the building was erected and it is in sad 
need of retinting. We are hoping to be able to do this during 
this year.

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To the Trustees of the Walpole Public Library: 


I herewith submit my report for the year ending December 
31, 1921. 
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The past year has been one of continued progress. The growth 
begun two years ago has continued until an annual circulation 
of 44,303 volumes has been reached. The Library has circulated 
an average of seven volumes to every man, woman and child 
in the town. 


While it has been very evident that the use of the Library has 
increased greatly, no record of attendance has been kept until 
this last year. This record covers a period of eleven months 
with the following results:

Of the 11,466 young people who used the Library, 7,297 used 
the children’s room. , 


During the twelve months we had, approximately, over twenty- 
thousand visitors at the main Library. 


It is interesting to note the greater use of the Library by the 
children than by the adults. It has become a common occur- 
rence for from thirty to fifty pupils to spend the first half of the 
afternoon, following dismissal from school, at the Library in 
study, reference work, or the selection of books. This is due, 
to great extent, I think, to our work with the schools during the 
past four years. 


Over 6,000 books and over 1,000 pictures were loaned to the 
schools this year. No complete record of books loaned for home 
use was sent to the Library, but over 2,400 books were circulated 
from the schools. More and more, through the schools, we are 
reaching those children in the outlying districts who cannot come 
to the Library. 


The reference department has become an important and in- 
teresting part of the Library. New books have been added from 
time to time, many of them suggested by teachers as desirable 
for school work. Through the efforts of Miss Gindele the Fresh- 
man class of the High School has been brought, in groups of ten 
as in previous years, to receive instruction in the use of this de- 
partment, the stacks and the catalogue. Since giving this course, 
we have noticed a decided change in the attitude of the pupil 
toward the Library and its use. 


Through the Inter-Library-Loan law many books on technical — 
subjects, mostly, have been borrowed from the Boston Public 
Library at the request of patrons. 


From time to time the privilege of having books sent through 
the mail, from the Library, to ‘Shut-ins’ has been taken ad- 
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vantage of by the public. The borrower pays the expense of mail- 
ing which is very small. 


The Children’s Book Week was observed, for the fifth year, 
in November. That this opportunity to select good books as 
gifts for children, is appreciated, was shown by the inquiries, 
before the books and posters were put up, as to whether the Li- 
brary was to hold an exhibit this year. 


A story hour is held every. Saturday morning at ten o’clock 
during the winter months, for the children of the first, second, 
third and fourth grades. It seemed better, this year, to give 
the younger children, for whom so few books are written, the 
benefit of the story telling.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


Following the Town Meeting in. March, 1921, your Committee 
organized with Mr. William E. Hale, Chairman, and Mr. Joseph 
S. Leach, Secretary. Mr. Leach was elected to the Board to fill 
the vacancy caused by the retirement of Mr. Phillip R. Allen 
who had given fifteen years of faithful service to the Public Schools 
of Walpole. Mr. Allen was for several years Secretary of the 
Board, and during the last three years of his term served as Chair- 
man. He was tireless in his efforts to build up the standard of 
our school system, and the favorable position which the Walpole 
Public schools occupy in the educational world today, is due in 
no small measure to his work. 


By the resignation of Mr. Ralph W. Westcott, at the close 
of the year 1921, the town lost the services of its superintendent, 
ereatly to the regret of the School Committee and to all the citi- 
zens of the town. Owing to his ability as an educator and his 
conscientious attention to his duties, together with a thorough 
qualification for the position, the Committee feel that we have 
lost one of the best Superintendents the town has ever had. 


In recognition of proved ability, Mr. Frank L. Mansur, High 
School Principal, was elected to the position of Superintendent, 
and it is fully expected that his acquaintance with the methods 
of Mr. Westcott will result in the continuation of that policy 
which has been so beneficial to the schools of Walpole. 


Believing that faithful service deserves recognition, your com- 
mittee has promoted Submaster F. E. MacDonald to the position 
of Principal of the High School, and from a knowledge of the 
character and attainments of Mr. MacDonald we are confident 
he will work in harmony with the new Superintendent and that 
there will be no decrease in the efficiency of the High School. 


Owing to the policy of the Town of Walpole of paying liberal 
salaries for efficient teachers, your Committee are able to report 
that there have been only seven resignations from the teaching 
force in 1921; one resignation from the High School, two from the 
Stone School, two from the Plimpton School and two supervisors. 
When a town has secured the services of able teachers, the benefit of 
continuous service to the children cannot be overestimated. It is 
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the opinion of the Committee that a liberal salary policy should 
be continued, as the education of the children of today, who 
are the men and women of tomorrow, means much to this or any 
other community. In this respect, however, it should be borne 
in mind that it is not within the functions of the State or Town 
to provide an education. What is actually offered to the child 
is an opportunity to secure an education, and maximum results 
cannot be secured without the entire co-operation of the parents. 
The home life and training of a child plays a most. important 
part not only in his educational career but extends beyond this 
into his chosen life’s work. Respect and obedience for law and 
order will go a long way to overcome and eliminate such objec-— 
tionable things as truancy, disrespect to superiors and older people, 
and misconduct in public places, particularly in traveling from 
the home to the school. The co-operation of the parents and 
citizens is desired to encourage the child in this respect. Any- 
one who gives such assistance is performing a service which can- 
not help but have favorable reaction in the community life of our 
Town. : 


Your Committee would call attention to the work at the High 
School. We believe the present educational policy will result 
in pupils graduating with a proper foundation for continued edu- 
cational work in higher institutions. We also believe the train- 
ing secured in our public schools will qualify the pupil who desires 
to start his life’s work upon graduating from High School to be 
more successful in overcoming the problems with which he will 
have to contend. 


Regarding school buildings, certain repairs were made in the 
year 1921. The Stone School was painted and the basement was 
improved to provide a convenient place where children may have 
their lunches during the noon hour, a necessary improvement 
which has added greatly to the welfare of the children. At the 
High School and Plimpton School some of the halls and rooms 
were redecorated, and with additional work of this kind on these 
two buildings where needed in 1922, everything will be in good 
order. Some few repairs were completed at the Fisher School. 


This year the citizens voted upon recommendation by a former 
member of the Park Board who was instrumental in beauti- 
fying the grounds surrounding the public school buildings, to 
place this important work in the hands of your Committee on 
Schools. Because of the estimated high tax rate, however, and 
the desire of your Committee to co-operate with the Finance 
Committee in making a lower tax rate, it was impossible 
to accomplish as much as was intended. Nevertheless, the 
grounds surrounding the Stone School were regraded, and 
cement walks were put in replacing the former ones of tar which 
were worn out some time ago and in a dangerous condition. The 
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grounds surrounding the Fisher School were kept in condition 
by the students of the Norfolk County Agricultural School in 
consideration of our allowing them the use of the play grounds 
for athletic purposes. The shrubs at the High and Plimpton 
Schools were trimmed in the early part of the year but lack of 
funds prevented their having better attention. The High School 
lawn, which had been allowed to grow to hay during the preced- 
ing year was kept mowed and in excellent condition. On account 
of the poor condition of the lawns, shrubs and grounds surround- 
ing our school buildings the committee was obliged to exceed 
the appropriation to a small extent in performing this work. 


Your committee would call attention to the fact that consoli- 
dation of the 7th and 8th grades of the Stone and Plimpton Schools 
at the Plimpton Building has created a Junior High corresponding 
to a similar organization at East Walpole. 


During the year 1921, the transportation of the school pupils 
from East, North and South Walpole presented a very grave prob- 
lem. The inability of the-bus line to properly accommodate the 
school children brought about a crisis in school transportation. 
It is unnecessary to state that the able efforts of a town trans- 
portation committee finally brought about the establishment of 
a new bus line. With the improved and increased number 
of busses brought to Walpole by the Norfolk and Bristol Bus 
Company, it is hoped the question of transportation has been 
solved. Nobody in Town more deeply realized the necessity for 
adequate transportation for the school children than the School 
Committee, and the Committee would express the highest grati- 
fication with the better conditions which have been brought about. 


The health of the children is of the utmost importance and 
the Committee would call attention to the Health work which 
has been done under the leadership of one member of the Com- 
mittee. Mrs. Margery W. Bird. Once fully acquainted with the 
benefits of this fine work, it is believed the Town of Walpole will 
give it the strongest support. ‘There remains much to be done 
and the gratitude of the entire Town should be extended to Mrs. 
Bird for her able and painstaking labor in this direction. The 
value of the Dental Clinic to the Town of Walpole is beyond 
computation and the report showing the greatly improved con- 
dition in the teeth of the children is exceedingly encouraging 
and should be deeply appreciated. The entire expense of this 
dental work is defrayed by Mrs. Bird. The work of the School 
Nurse has been extremely beneficial, the present nurse reporting 
much reduction in the number of children who are now under 
weight. She reports full co-operation of the parents of the Town 
in the health work undertaken, which is a source of gratification 
to your Committee. 
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Your Committee welcomes suggestions from parents at all 
times, and if the Parent-Teacher Associations do again become 
active, and join with the Committee and Teachers, they can ren- 
der constructive service, which will be of great value to our public 
school system.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee of Walpole, Massachusetts: 


I present, herewith, my third and, I regret to say, my last re- 
port, the forty-sixth in the series of annual reports. In it I shall 
summarize briefly the activities of the past year. 


Amendments to Committee Rules. During the year more liberal 
absence allowances for teachers have been made so that, in case 
of personal illness, a maximum of ten days instead of five per 
school year is permitted without loss of pay. No salary deduc- 
tion is made in case of absence (up to three days) because of death 
in the immediate family. 


Improvement in School Accounting System. Beginning January 1, 
1921 a more detailed and comprehensive bookkeeping system was 
introduced in accordance with approved accounting principles. It 
is easier now to prepare an accurate budget and to compare build- 
ing and per capita costs. 


School Costs for Five Years. The following table shows just 
how the school money has been spent during the last five years. 
In reading this table one must remember that these figures repre- 
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sent cents on the dollar, that is, relative not actual expenditures. 
The actual expense is printed in the Town Report each year.

Administration includes salaries of Superintendent, Clerk, and 
Attendance Officers; expenses of office, census, travelling ex- 
penses, and_school telephones. 


Health includes salaries and expenses of physicians and nurses 


Miscellaneous includes insurance, tuition, evening school and 
graduations. 


Two marked fluctuations may be noted, (1) the relatively small 
amount for fuel in 1920 and the large amount in 1921, and (2) 
the large expense for repairs in 1920. 


The amounts for fuel in 1920 and 1921 should be added together 
for these years as over one-third of the 1921 expense is for coal 
which would normally have been bought in 1920. 


Two big jobs are responsible for the 1920 repair expense, viz, 
the partitioning of two new rooms in the Plimpton School Hall, 
and the installation of a thoroughly modern and complete system 
of ventilation and heating in the Boyden School. 


Turnover of Teaching Force. We hear a great deal about measur- 
ing the efficiency of an industry by its labor turnover. Since 
1918 the turnover of teachers has been reduced from 48 per cent 
to only 10 per cent. This means that we lost only one fifth the 
proportion of teachers in 1921 as in 1918. Such a change is a 
marked one for the better. The turnover percent is the smallest 
in at least six years and probably in a very much longer period. 
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This condition has been brought about by far-sighted citizens who 
believe that the salaries of our teachers, who play such an im- 
portant part in the foundation and development of our youth, 
should be kept at a proper standard. 


No matter how excellent a teacher may be it takes time for |. - 


her to adapt herself to any particular school system. Her sec- 
ond year is more efficient than her first and her third likewise 
more efficient than her second. The course of study, the types of 
pupils, the kind of supervision and administration, and the ar- 
rangement of the building are only a few of the factors with 
which a teacher must be thoroughly acquainted before she is 
working at her best. It is especially fortunate then, that Walpole 
is headed in the right direction. 


Twenty Towns Compared. The table below shows just how our 
town compares with the nineteen Massachusetts towns next 
larger in size. Great care has been taken to get absolutely 
authentic figures. The latest reliable source is the printed re- 
turns of the State Department of Education for the year ending 
1920. | These are all sworn figures, calculated upon the same 
basis by all towns. . 


The first line gives the name of the Towns first in rank for all 
items. The second line gives the Town tenth in rank, and the 
third line the Town 20th in rank. The fourth line shows in just 
what rank Walpole stands in each item. For example in popu- 
lation Hudson stands first with 6,758, Grafton 10th with 6,250, 
and Walpole 20th with 5,490. In average membership Needham 
is first with 1,454, Amherst 10th with 1,092, Spencer 20th with 
547, and Walpole 2nd with 1,367.

In other words although Walpole is 20th among these towns 
in population, she is 4th in per capita valuation, 2nd in average 
school membership, 5th in total cost per pupil, 4th in average high 
school membership, 10th in High School cost per pupil, 9th in 
number of pupils per teacher, and 1st in percentage of teachers 
who have a normal school or college diploma. 


Teachers’ Salaries. In accordance with the vote at the last 
annual Town Meeting the salary of each teacher in service has 
been increased $100.00, making a minimum of $1,000.00 in the 
grades and $1,200.00 in the High School, and a maximum of 
$1,500.00 and $1,700.00 respectively for these two classes. 


Teacherage. Run on a co-operative basis last year the teacher- 
age made aprofit of several hundred dollars. This fall the charge 
for room was reduced and the house run on a straight boarding 
house basis. The house accomodates ten for rooms and a few 
more for meals. It has proved itself almost necessary to the 
school system. 


Teachers’ Association. About a year ago under the influence 
of the Teachers’ Council an Association was formed. Four very 
successful meetings have been held—two open to the public. Jo- 
seph Lincoln talked to a packed house at the Bird School Audito- 
rium last winter, and later the Boston Symphony Quintet gave a 
musical treat at the Town Hall. A masquerade party brought 
together all the teachers and officials of the School Department 
for a social evening on Twelfth Night last. Just before Christ- 
mas a welcome party to the incoming and a farewell one to the 
outgoing Superintendent was staged. Practically seventy per- 
- sons officially connected with the schools sat down to the banquet. 


Professional Study. A majority of the teachers have taken 
educational courses during the past year and a half. This work 
is of great value to the teachers themselves and to the town. 
It should be encouraged by recognition in the salary scale. 


Parent-Teacher Associations. The South Walpole Association 
is the only one now alive. The East Walpole Association died 
when it attained its object in the erection of the new Bird School. 
The Central Association has been quiescent for several years. 
I do not anticipate their successful revival under their old form 
of management. The school Department has tried to bring them 
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back to life on several occasions with no success. As a substi- 
tute, I should like to recommend an educational forum or series 
of public lectures and discussions under the direction of the School 
Department, although the Parent-Teacher Association, properly 
organized, would be in a position to render the most valuable. 
assistance. 


School Lunches. A simple hot lunch is now being served at cost 
at the Plimpton School for both its own pupils and those from 
the High School. The Tiot Lunch takes all the responsibility, 
except the pupil waitresses, for a payment of 10 cents per dish. 
This has been a great improvement and has received good pat- 
ronage. Milk in half pint bottles has been served with straws 
in all schools at cost during the last calendar year. 


Dental Clinic. Remarkable results have been accomplished 
in the cleaning and filling of the children’s teeth, especially in the 
Bird School where the clinic is located. Rooms which a year 
ago had nearly 100 per cent. of the children with cavities, now 
have not one. A charge of 10 cents is now made for each visit. 
The children in the first three grades have received the bulk of 
the attention as it is physically impossible for even a full time 
dentist and a full time nurse to do more the first year. The work 
is still supported by private funds through the generosity and 
interest of Mrs. F. W. Bird of the School Committee. 


Physical Training. Through economies in other departments 
it has been possible to hire a full time teacher of physical training 
this school year. She is devoting more time to corrective work, 
recess activities, and High School girls’ athletics than has been 
possible previously. 


High School Music. During the past year an orchestra, a 
girls’ and a boys’ glee club have been organized successfully under 
the leadership of Mr. Morse. They have taken part at school 
functions as well as in a limited way outside in the community. . 
Since making the High School chorus elective it has become more 
popular and more successful. Educationally and in the way of 
school moral, music, especially in the High School, has made 
ereat strides. 

Evening School. This activity of the School Department has 
been most successful in the household arts subjects during the 
past year. Well attended classes were held in millinery in South 
Walpole, cooking in the Plimpton School, and dressmaking in 
the Bird School. About sixty women were enrolled in these classes. 
Small classes in Americanization, and commercial subjects were 
held last year but will probably be discontinued this winter from 
lack of interest. I recommend opening evening school Oct. Ist, 
instead of Jan. Ist. 
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Uniform Basic Texts. Further steps have been taken toward 
uniform basic texts in all schools. Several adoptions were re- 
corded in last year’s report. This year one of the best modern 
arithmetic texts has been placed in the hands of each child from 
grade three to eight. January first, 1922, a uniform geography 
adoption was made effective. Both of these improvements were 
very badly needed. In the case of the arithmetics, a number 
of different publications had been in use, making uniformity of 
progress of the pupils almost impossible. The geography was 
practically the only uniform text in use in the grades when your 
present Superintendent took office in 1919. It was introduced 
nearly ten years ago and was sadly out of date geographically 
and, in the case of most books, physically. I recommend the 
continuance of this policy. History probably needs first atten- 
tion. 


The supplementary reader library needs and should have at 
once a liberal number of new sets. Very few books have been 
bought for it during the last year. 


Preparation for College: Because of certain unfavorable and 
incorrect statements about town, I wish to call attention of the 
Committee and the public to the report of the High School Principal 
in this respect. It is evident that Walpole has done better than 
many other larger and more specialized High Schools in preparing 
pupils for college. Our school has received the highest certifi- 
cation privileges available.. We are on the Class A list for the 
Normal Schools and our certificate is accepted with the N. E. 
College Entrance Board. It must be born in mind that certain 
colleges require examinations from all pupils. Also it must not 
be expected that pupils who have done poor high school work, 
unacceptable for certification, will pass satisfactory college ex- 
aminations. 


Arithmetic Drive. At the opening of this school year the Prin- 
cipals’ Cabinet agreed that effort should be centered on the im- 
provement of one particular subject, without, of course, neglecting 
other work. Arithmetic was finally selected. It was decided 
to subdivide the subject and assign addition to the month of No- 
vember, subtraction to December, etc., for special emphasis. | 
Multiplication, division, common fractions, decimals, and prob- 
lems were to carry the drive through the month of May. Stan- 
dardized tests in all these subjects were selected so that Walpole 
could be compared with other towns and the gains of pupils and 
classes measured during each month of the drive. 


Walpole Stands Well in Addition. The results of the first ad- 
dition tests will illustrate the methods used and the standing 
of the town. .

Fluctuations between pupils, classes, and schools are to be 
expected in the light of previous experience. The average for the 
town in November is practically the average for other towns 
in February—a creditable showing. If this drive results as it 
surely will, in increased efficiency of the children in the seven 
fundamentals of arithmetic it will be very much worth while. 


Diploma for Pupil any Time He Leaves School Permanently. The 
School Committee has voted to grant a diploma upon application 
to any pupil who is leaving school ‘for good.”” These diplomas 
will be exactly the same as the diplomas now given from the gram- 
mar schools with the one exception of the name of the grade com- 
pleted. This will be changed to fit the case so that hereafter every 
child will have a chance to get a certificate granting full credit 
for the work he has completed regardless of whether he has finish- 
ed the junior year of the High School or only the sixth grade. 
It is hoped that this will encourage pupils to stay in school 
longer than at’ present. Now, out of every ten pupils entering 
the first grade, three leave before they reach the seventh grade, 
four leave before they enter High School and eight leave before 
they graduate from High School. (Only half as large a proportion 
finish High School in the country at large as in Walpole.) 


No Graduation Exercises Except from High School. Continuing 
on to the logical conclusion, diplomas will be given only when 
the pupils leave school permanently. That means that here-, 
after the only graduation exercises will be held from the High School 
at the end of the public school course. Programs for parents 
and friends will still be held at the end of the year and upon special 
occasions during the year to show the public what the children 
are doing in chorus singing, declamation, dramatics, etc. But 
the formal diploma will be reserved for the last year of the pupils’ 
school life whether that be the end of High School or not. The - 
committee hope to make the graduation from High School the 
one big event in the students’ life and to encourage everyone to 
finish High School education at least. 


Increase in Enrolment. Over 170 more pupils have been en- 
rolled than last year—more of a gain than the last three years 
together. Every building in town is crowded except the Bird 
School. The High and Plimpton Schools are most seriously

crowded, with the Stone School a close third. Some building 
plans must be made at once—this spring. The High School 
is the first place to relieve. ; . 


High School Addition Needed. The question of an addition 
to the High School is one which must be considered in the im- 
mediate future. When the school was built the total High School 
enrolment for the whole year was 123. In the first two weeks of 
the school year we enrolled 325 pupils—an increase of 164 per 
cent. In other words, there are 2 2-3 as many pupils in High 
School today as there were when the building was opened. 


The loans on the present building will be entirely paid off in 
1922, thus making it possible for the town to build an addition, 
when the High School is free from debt. 


The suggestion has been often’ made that the Norfolk pupils 
should be refused admission before any addition to the High 
School is built. Contrary to this opinion the Norfolk pupils are 
an asset financially and educationally to Walpole. No rooms 
and no teachers, no fuel and no repairs, no transportation and 
no administrative expense could be saved if they were turned 
away. In fact the only additional expense is for their books, 
supplies, and desks. This means that out of more than $5,000.00 
which the Town of Norfolk will pay to us this school year less 
than $500.00 will be spent for additional expense due to their 
presence, and more than $4,500.00 will be available to meet other 
expenses which would have to be paid whether they are here or 
not. And yet it is absolutely just and proper that Norfolk should 
pay her per capita share of the High School expense. 


Out of 54 classes conducted daily in the High School with an 
average enrolment of 28 pupils, the average number of Norfolk 
pupils is only four. The largest number from Norfolk in any 
class is twelve, but as there are 40 in it the class could hardly be 
consolidated or discontinued. Asa matter of fact every teacher 
has five classes daily and this number of classes would have to be 
eliminated to save one teacher’s salary 


The $4,500.00 net income from Norfok would itself build quite 
an addition to the school. Indeed the average amount paid 
each year for all debt and interest on the present High School 
building is less than the net income (after deducting necessary ex- 
pense as above) from tuition pupils. 


Marking System and Reports. A uniform: marking system has 
been adopted for the whole town. The definition of the letter 
grades in-terms of per cent. has been abolished, as well as plus or 
minus marks, in the attempt to simplify the scheme and make 
it less likely for teachers to vary in their estimates. The report 
rating is as follows: A, Excellent; B, Very Good; C, Average; 
D, Weak, barely passing; F, Failure. Work of B or better in 
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the High School insures certification to college. In the grades 
the standard and actual weight are now placed upon the reports 
to encourage proper health habits. 


Transportation. ‘The transportation of school children has 
been one of the biggest problems and responsibilities of the year. 
Danger, Discomfort, and Delay are the main difficulties with a 
capital ‘‘D” in each case. We are praying that the new 1922 
bus line will have something better. The chart below shows the 
number transported and indicates the scope and complexity of the 
problem.

Applying the Intellegence Test to School Problems. Just about a 
year ago work was begun in classifying the pupils of the Town 
with standardized mental tests. This survey was made under 
the direction of the Harvard Graduate School of Education. The 
attempt on the whole a very successful one—was made to deter- 
mine the native ability of each child from the kindergarten through 
the High School. No wide-awake man wants to gather statis- 
tics, however interesting, unless he expects to use them. The 
use of the intelligence test in the school room does not stop with 
the examimation or the tabulation of its results. As with the phy- 
sician, so it is with the educator. The examination is simply 
an inventory. The temperature and the pulse are recorded; 
the symptoms noted. Then follows the diagnosis, the inter- 
pretation of the results of the examination in the light of all the 
other information available. But the physician must go further; 
he must apply the remedy when one is needed. The intelligence 
test does not interpret itself, nor does it cure the ills it may point 
out. Diagnosis must be made and the remedy applied by the 
educator. 


The psychological test’ serves as an objective check against a 
subjective opinion. Often opinion will be substantiated. Some- 
times it will be disproved. Once the pupils have been diagnosed 
on the basis of intelligence, how will this information help them? 


Mental Defectives. WKivery school system has in its membership 
children who are so unbalanced mentally that they are incapable 
of adjusting themselves to the social or educational situation 
in which they find themselves. These have usually been dis- 
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covered before the intelligence test has been given, but few teachers 
care to force pupils from the public school on the basis of their 
personal opinions unconfirmed by authoritative evidence. 
With this evidence at hand and the assistance of the parent and 
physician such children can be readily removed from the school 
to the home or the specialized educational institution best fitted 
to their needs. The Foxboro State Hospital has promised to 
co-operate with us in this matter the early part of next year. 

Special Classes. There are other children who can be _ suc- 
cessfully educated in the public schools if special classes adapted 
to their needs are formed. Progressive communities have 
already done this for both backward and gifted children. Such 
segregation makes it possible to provide a special type of education 
as the need arises and to regulate the speed and quantity of the 
work to the ability of the pupils. Such classes should be estab- 
lished in Walpole this year. 


Retardation and Acceleration. For years the problem of re- 
tardation has concerned educators. With the additional evidence 
which the intelligence test provides it becomes possible to 
determine how much of this is necessary. This factor assists 
greatly in determining whether a child should be promoted at 
the end of the term. The capacity of the child can be contras- 
ted with his achievements. We have been accustomed to consider 
the over-aged child as the retarded child. Intelligence tests seem 
to deny this assumption. Rather the under-aged child has been 
retarded more often. The over-aged pupil is frequently attempt- 
ing work which is beyond his ability despite his age,. while the 
child too young for the grade according to the calendar is as often 
seduced into laziness because the work is too easy for him. 


The chart shown herewith gives the distribution of boys and 
girls in our largest school on the basis of mental ability and grade. 
The top row of figures represents this ability in terms of what is 
called mental age. For example, there are seven boys and ten 
girls in grade two with the mental ability of the average six year 
old child, nine boys and ten girls with a mental age of seven years, 
and five boys and two girls with the intelligence of nine year old 
children. Their real age is not considered in this table. The 
chart represents the distribution at the Bird School after con- 
siderable regrading of pupils in the light of the intelligence tests 
which were given last year. 


The summary shows that 37.1 per cent. of the pupils are too 
dull for the grade in which they are placed and only 7 per cent. 
are brighter, than the average range for their grade. 


Nevertheless, other statistics show us that 17 per cent. are older 
than the average range for the grade and 20 per cent. younger. 
Formation of special classes and further attention to grading will 
remedy much of this. Special classes are required by state 
law and the town meeting of last year was so notified. 
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Reclassification within the Grades. Just as the graded school 
has been more efficient than the ungraded one, so the class, too, 
can profit by a finer classification. In large buildings where 
there are several sections of the same grade the intelligence test 
will assist greatly in placing children of the same ability together. 
A single teacher can likewise usually make for efficiency by sub- 
dividing her class into sections on the basis of ability. These 
devices are not new but the element of native ability as distinct 
from school room achievement is measured for the first time in 
the intelligence test. The conscientious worker can be praised 
and the slacker condemned with less likelihood that the shadow 
has been taken for the substance. 


Enriched Course of Study. Often a flexibility in the ground to 
be covered in the course of study is more to be desired than a 
flexibility in the procedure of promotions and demotions. Many 
school systems are organized on the basis of minimum essentials 
for all, a normal program for the normal child, and an “enriched 
eurriculum”’ for the gifted pupil. Evidently the intelligence 
test helps to make such a classification more effective. 


Marking System. All of us will agree that a bright boy ought 
to do good work and a dull boy poor work, relatively speaking. 
One child’s best is below another’s mediocre. Effort must be con- 
sidered to some extent in marking, and the psychological test 
will prove, as already indicated, of great assistance in locating 
the true drone. 


Discipline. Courts martial as well as civil have long recog- 
nized the compensating factor. of intelligence or the lack of it in 
the fixing of their decrees. The more mentality the offender has 
the more responsibility he can be compelled to assume, and the 
more effective corrective punishment is likely to be. The school 
official will find likewise the factor of intelligence invaluable in 
the proper control of the discipline of his school. 


Vocational and Educational Guidance. One of the fundamental 
‘considerations in guiding a pupil through his educational life into 
a career of usefulness and happiness is his native capacity. When 
we know that he has a superior intellect we will not allow him 
to leave school at the sixth grade to drive a grocery truck, even | 
if his family is in poverty. A genuine educator, in the interests 
of boy, parents, and community, will surely find someone to finance 
such an investment promising a hundred-fold return. On the 
other hand can we conscientiously encourage the girl who wishes 
to become a teacher when we are certain that she will never in 
adult-hood have the brain of a twelve year old child? Or _ shall 
we rather lend our assistance toward training her to becomea happy, 
useful member of society in some more humble capacity? It 
must be noted here that vocational guidance at its best is dangerous 
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ground. In either case the more evidence we have at hand re- 
garding our pupils the more valuable our advice will be. 


Further Investigation. As a word of caution we must not be 
too ready to accept as absolute the verdict of the psychological 
test even when considered in the light of every other possible 
factor. We must be continually on our guard for new evidence. 
We must be particularly watchful for some way to improve the 
capacity of the pupil. It may be that diseased tonsils, or curva- 
ture of the spine have slowed up his mental reactions. Malnu- 
trition or carious teeth may have been contributing causes. In 
such cases proper medical or surgical treatment will give back 
to the child the mental power which is his birthright. 


Grounds and Buildings. The grounds and buildings are in 
better physical shape, I believe, than any time in the history 
of the town. The new Bird School and the steam heat at the 
Boyden School have solved the two bad heating situations of 
previous years. The Boyden School was completely decorated 
inside last summer, in the Plimpton School two rooms were done 
over, and in the High School the corridors, auditorium, lbrary 
and office were renovated. The Stone School was painted two 
coats outside, the grounds were regraded with 200 cu. yds. of 
light gravel, and new concrete sidewalks were built from the streets 
to the school. The portable school was moved from East Wal- 
pole to the High School grounds and placed upon a stone foun- 
dation for use as a manual training shop. 


Bird School Community Day. On Saturday afternoon, Oc- 
tober 15, more than one hundred citizens of Hast Walpole res- 
ponded to the call to arms sounded by the Bird Club. Their 
weapons were rakes, shovels, picks, tip carts, scraper and a tractor. 
The battle ground was the Bird School grounds. In a few short 
hours the hills and valleys were leveled and the subgrading was 
completed according to the specifications of the architect in charge. 
It is estimated that this saved the Town about a thousand dollars. 
A recommendation is hardly necessary—that the final grading 
at. the Bird School be completed this year.

2. An education forum or series of public lectures and dis- 
cussions under the direction of tke School] Department. 

3. Opening evening schools in October instead of January. 

4. Further adoptions of uniform basic texts. 

5. Considerable addition to the supplementary readers in 
the Central Library. 

6. More school accommodations—High School addition first 
need. 

7. Special classes for retarded children. 

8. Final grading at the Bird School. 


Conclusion: 


In closing let me say that the Town of Walpole should be very 
proud of its School Committee and its teaching force. They have 
put Walpole on the map educationally and should have the whole- 
hearted moral and financial support of the Town. I personally 
wish to express my gratitude to them for their co-operation in 
making this possible. I wish Mr. Mansur, the new Superinten- 
dent, every success and congratulate the town on his appoint- 
ment.

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


January 1, 1922.

Dear Sir:— 


I have the honor to present you my third annual report as 
principal of the Walpole High School. 


One of the first requisites in bringing any institution to a high 
state of efficiency is a loyal, co-operative personnel. In that 
regard we have been particularly fortunate. One would search 
far to find a corps of teachers where these characteristics are more 
prominent than in our own school; or, in fact, most other charac- 
teristics necessary to successful teaching. I believe that this 
condition arises from the fact that the teachers as a whole are 
contented in their situations in the Walpole schools, a view sup- 
ported by the fact that resignations have been remarkably few. 
We opened school in September with but one teacher changed 
from the previous June, Miss Lillian Gormley having accepted a 
position at considerably higher salary in the Durfee High School 
at Fall River. Mr. Robert Cunningham has replaced her as 
teacher of bookkeeping. 


The unprecedented increase in the size of the school necessarily 
brought with it a condition of crowding. We have on our regis- 
ters, 330 names, and have had at one time 325 pupils in regular 
attendance. Our total enrollment last year was 278. With 
chairs and desks available at this time we seat reasonably 315 
pupils in home rooms, even after having equipped, with movable 
chairs, the basement room formerly occupied by the Manual 
Training Department. Had not the portable building been 
moved from East Walpole for Manual Training purposes we 
should, indeed, have been forced to operate under almost impossible 
conditions. Should the enrolment increase to any extent next 
September—and it now seems likely that it will—the only oppor- 
tunity for expansion is the gymnasium, the use of which as a class 
room will seriously interfere with any work in Physical Training 
during the winter months. 


Another problem which the increase in the number of pupils 
presents is the necessity of adding to the teaching force. Miss 
Mildred O’Leary was brought from the Plimpton Junior High 
to the High School this year on part time as a: teacher of Com- 
mercial Geography and English but even with this assistance 
our classes are overcrowded. An additional teacher is a certainty 
next fall. The state authorities allow as a maximum an average 
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of twenty-five pupils per teacher in a Class A high school. We 
are already slightly beyond that limit. 


The following will give an idea of the conditions in some of our 
classes:

There has been considerable discussion about the ability of 
the school to prepare pupils for college; all I believe, to the dis- 
paragement of the school. In view of the actual state of affairs 
it is evident that the criticism has been founded on rumor, or made 
by those unacquainted with the situation. As a matter of fact 
the certificate of the school, issued at the judgment of the prin- 
cipal to any pupil whose school record has been of B grade, is 
accepted by any eastern college or technical school which will 
accept the certificate of any school for admission to college without 
examination. As there are a few schools which do not accept 
any such certificate it is always necessary for some pupils to take 
examinations held by the College Entrance Examination Board. 
While the report of this board for the last year is not yet avail- 
able, members connected with it state that about 60% of the 
examinations taken all over the country were passed. Walpole 
High School pupils took thirty-three examinations and passed 
twenty-six, or 79%. For the sake of comparison I have secured 
statistics from thirteen representative Massachusetts High Schools 
varying in size up to fifteen hundred pupils, and I find that on 
a basis of results Walpole stands second in the list, Marblehead 
alone having a better record. 


The desire of pupils to extend their education beyond the High 
School has been given every encouragement. At present about 
a quarter of the members of our Junior and Senior classes have 
signified their intention of seeking higher education. The Martha 
Metcalf Allen scholarship, recently established by Mr. Philip 
R. Allen, for the student who completes his school course with 
the best scholastic record, is a splendid incentive in this line. 


Student activities are thriving. For two years athletics have 
been made to pay for themselves, a condition that was the excep- 
tion rather than the rule in former years. Our baseball team 
last spring won the championship of the Norfolk Interscholastic 
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League. There is a growing demand for football that should be 
satisfied by the organization of a team next fall even though the 
initial cost may involve an extra effort at financing. Personally 
I should be glad to see that sport replace our present basketball. 
In a scattered community such as ours, with the necessity of 
playing at night, frequently away from home, basketball has 
little to recommend it save as a drain upon rather than a benefit 
to a High School boy’s physical condition. 


Music, made elective rather than compulsory a year ago, has 
developed beyond all expectations. Our chorus, far from shrink- 
ing as some predicted, now consists of two-thirds of the school, 
all members because they wish to be. The problem of discipline 
has entirely disappeared from the music class. In addition the 
two glee clubs and the orchestra are continuing successfully.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


January: 1, 1922.

Following is a report of work covered during the school year 
1921: 


The usual routine inspection of pupils has been carried out in 
all the schools each week, and children excluded for any of the 
following infectious diseases: scarlet fever, whooping cough, mumps, 
chicken pox, infections, sore throat, scabies, impetigo, and 
pediculosis. 


Children reported sick have been visited and accidents or emer- 
gency illnesses occurring on the school grounds have been atten-— 
ded to by the school physician, if necessary, and the nurse assisting. 
Talks, lectures, pictures and discussions were given, in the class 
rooms, on hygiene, the laws of health, and the care of the body. 


After the medical inspection in the Fall of 1920 and notices 
of physical defects were sent to parents, the nurse followed up 
many of these notices to the homes in order to explain to the 
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parents the reason for correction of such physical defects, and 
in some cases help the parents to arrange for what ever correc- 
tion was necessary. In cases where financial assistance was needed, 
the Junior Red Cross and the Lend-a-Hand Club helped to the 
extent of paying for fourteen operations for removal of tonsils 
and adenoids and for four pairs of glasses for pupils with defec- 
tive vision. 


After the eye and ear tests several pupils were taken to the 
Boston Eye and Ear Infirmary and several to an eye specialist 
for treatment and advise—this only in special cases as all others 
with defects were referred to their own family physician. 


The children in the underweight class were given particular 
attention, in order to remove any hindrance to their gain in weight 
and health. Several meetings of mothers, children, physicians, 
teachers and nurses, were held, in order to discuss what was best 
for the physical welfare of certain pupils. On one occasion a 
nose and throat specialist came from Boston to inspect the throats 
of a group of children and consult with the school physicians 
and the mothers as to what was best to be done for each child. 


In September, 1921, it was decided to weigh and measure all 
the pupils each month and to send home a record of normal weight 
and actual weight on the report cards. Also, to hang up in each 
class room a chart with the name, height and normal weight and 
actual weight of each pupil, changing the actual weight for each 
month at time of weighing so that each child could see at a glance 
what they were gaining and what they ought to weigh. 


One of the greatest aids toward helping the underweight child 
to gain has been the excellent hot lunch served at the Plimpton 
School for the pupils in that school and the High School—al- 
so the milk delivered in half pint bottles at all the schools for 
five cents per bottle. This encourages and teaches the children 
to drink milk, one of the most valuable foods for children. 


The results of the September weighing and measuring 1921 
showed 394 pupils 7% and over, underweight, making 33% under- 
weight. There are two nutrition classes in the schools this year, 
one at the Bird School, one at the Stone School. All but about 
four of the children are showing improvement, and in these cases 
physical defects are holding them back. Of the 1920-21 classes 
out of eighty-six enrolled, about 90% showed improvement, four- 
teen graduated, twenty-six had tonsils and adenoids removed, 
and other physical defects corrected or treated. 


About forty pupils with defective vision have been provided 
with glasses in the past year. 
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Physical defects found in the Medical inspection:

REPORT OF SCHOOL DENTIST 


Mr. Ralph W. Westcott, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Mass. 
My dear Mr. Westcott :— 


To write you a report of the work accomplished in the Dental 
Clinic at the Bird School gives me much pleasure, for it gives me 
an opportunity to tell you of the noble philanthropy of Mrs. Francis 
W. Bird, who has given and is maintaining this clinic for the children 
of Walpole. She has given to the school a model clinic equipped 
with every device modern dentistry requires. Walpole should 
be grateful for her whole hearted and sincere interest in the wel- 
fare of the children, for in having the children receive dental at- 
tention, she is contributing a positive health insurance, for science 
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has declared that the poor condition of teeth is often a contribut- . 
ing cause of many diseases. 

The work in the Dental Clinic is divided into two branches: 
preventitive and practical dentistry. The preventitive program 
consists of prophylaxis or cleaning of the teeth, and oral hygiene 
which is the educational movement. This is conducted very 
ably by Miss Maguire, the dental hygienist. 

I took charge of the dental work in February, 1921. At the 
close of the school year in June, 1921, I had examined the teeth 
of every child in the Bird School and had completed all the dental 
work for most of the children in the kindergarten and the first 
three grades, in addition to emergency cases from all grades. 

The following figures will give you an idea of the work done: 

From February 1921 to December 1921 
1,368 cases prophylaxis 
5,562 dental operations (filling and extractions) 


6,930 Total operations. 


When school opened in September, I made another examina- 
tion of the condition of the children’s teeth in the first three grades, 
and I found that the condition of their mouths has so improved 
that I have been able to take care of the children in the five grades; 
and we are now planning to accommodate the children from the 
other schools. 


A noted orthodentist, Dr. A. Leroy Johnson, has given very 
generously of his time to further the progress of the dental clinic. 


-] feel very grateful for the sincere co-operation the School Com- 
mittee, the teachers and parents have given to me. The teachers 
especially have been of great assistance in emphasizing the neces- 
sity of dental attention to the children. We extend a most 
cordial invitation to all.

REPORT OF DENTAL HYGIENIST

The following is a report from the dental clinic. 
The important aim of the clinic is prevention. With this aim 
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in mind, we endeavor to examine and clean the teeth of each child 
twice a year. 


In the physical examinations made by the School Nurse. and 
Physicians this year, we find the percentage of carious teeth de- 
creased to a comparatively small number with that of other years. 


The educational end of the work has been carried on through 
hygiene lessons, talks, slides, drills and moving pictures for both 
adults and children. In each school a banner is given to the class 
which has seemingly accomplished the best work. This spirit 
of competition has been a helpful one. In one school two rooms 
of the lower grades have the splendid record of having every child 
with their mouths in perfect condition. , 


Since September a charge of ten cents has been made for each 
visit to the clinic for treatment other than cleaning. 


It has been rather difficult to make satisfactory arrangements 
to have the dental work done for the children in the schools other 
than the Bird. At present all children not having their dental 
work done by their family dentist will be treated at the Bird School.

REPORT OF PHYSICAL TRAINING SUPERVISOR 


Walpole, Mass., Dec. 29, 1921.

Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as Supervisor of Phy- 
sical Education in the Walpole public schools. 


The physical education in both the High and Grammar Schools 
has been divided into two branches, outdoor and indoor work. 
In the High School the game of field hockey has afforded the 
girls a chance for wholesome, active, open-air exercise during the 
fall months. Three teams have been organized to represent 
the Freshman, Sophomore and Junior classes, and the games 
between these teams have fostered class and school spirit. 
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The medical examination given the girls by the school doctor 
and nurse gave us the assurance that no girl, in any way un- 
able, was taking part in the vigorous outdoor work. 


The indoor work of the High School, but recently started, is 
taking the form of physical exercises, marching, and games in 
the gymnasium. Previous to this work, back examinations of 
all the girls in the two lower classes were given, in order to detect 
any serious faults in posture. The few who were found with 
serious defects were referred to proper medical care. The less 
serious, but nevertheless noticeable defects, we hope may be cor- 
rected through careful attention in the gymnasium and by specially 
prepared exercises given with proper equipment. 


The Girls’ Athletic Association, recently organized, should 
do much at the High School to promote interest in athletics and 
to create a spirit of loyalty to one another and the school. 


The outdoor work in the grammar schools has been given at 
the recess periods. Games, explained previously in the school 
room, are played by the children under the supervision of the 
room teacher or the supervisor, at least three times a week. This 
directed play, it is found, leads to a thorough knowledge of the 
game, fair play and a spirit of good sportsmanship. 


In the school rooms of the upper grades the work has consisted 
of the usual gymnastic drill, followed by a game, which develops 
spontaniety and freedom. 


A less formal aspect of physical training interests the children 
of the first and second grades. Story plays, rhythmic games 
and dances all appeal to their imagination and natural love of 
play, and serve the same function in bodily development as do 
the formal driils for the older children. 


’ Great stress at all times is laid upon posture,—how the child 
holds or uses his body when standing, sitting or exercising. To 
develop interest and effort, a “posture campaign”’ has been started. 
Each month a test is given in standing position, marching and 
exercising. Those children successful in all three tests consti- 
tute the ‘“‘A”’ group for the room. 


The “posture campaign” as well as other aspects of the phy- 
sical training should be particularly successful at the Bird School 
because of the use of the assembly hall in that building as a gym- 
nasium. ‘There is a very great need of more space at the High 
School, however, the present gymnasium being totally inadequate 
for the large groups meeting there. With the proper space and 
equipment the training of the High School girls should increase 
in value, and become more important in preparing them for healthy, 
efficient womanhood. | 
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I wish to thank the School Committee, the Superintendent, 
and the teachers of the schools for their helpfulness-and hearty 
co-operation in all that has been attempted.

REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


January 1, 1922.

My dear Mr. Westcott :-— 


The past year has marked a healthy growth in the study of 
music throughout the town. A feeling for good tone, the mas- 
tery of the rhythmic and tonal problems of sight-singing, the 
enthusiastic singing of a large repertory of songs, are concrete 
results towards which we have been working. The gain in these 
several fields of effort has been very gratifying. 


An improtant advance in methods has been made in the primary 
grades in the teaching of rote-songs by the phonograph. Both 
teachers and pupils are delighted with this new work. It is un- 
fortunate that some of the schools have no instrument. The 
proceedure should be standard throughout the town. 


In the High School the music has developed with great strides. 
The chorus, which is elective has nearly doubled its member- 
ship, and the character of its work shows marked improvement. 
The Glee Clubs and Orchestra are in demand at various functions 
about the Town, such is the popularity of their work. It isplanned 
to use these organizations in recitals in the several grade schools, 
to interest prospective High School pupils in learning instruments 
suitable for the orchestra, and to encourage the singers to, qualify 
for the glee clubs. A public recital is also being planned to raise 
funds for the musical and athletic interests of the school, and 
to acquaint the general public with the musical attainment of 
the school. 


The next step in the development of a complete course of music 
study should be the introduction of courses in music apprecia- 
tion in the grades and High School. By more extensive use of 


~~ 
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Orchestra and Glee Clubs, and particularly by use of the phono- 
graph, listening lessons should supplement the singing lessons 
in the grades. Thus taste for all kinds of good music may be 
created and nurtured. In the High School there should be offered 
courses in solfeggio, elementary and advanced harmony,- and 
music appreciation. Such new courses would of course demand 
a five day schedule of the music supervisor. 


I should like to quote the President of the Eastern Music Super- 
visors Conference in concluding my report: 


“The reason why the music in the schools may be the most 
valuable community asset, is that it is the one study our child- 
ren have that teaches and practices community of interest. 


Choral singing is the only thing taught which subordinates 
the individual and makes his efforts a part of the general work. 


People do not form friendships, or band together for civic 
improvement because they have done arithemtic in the same 
class-room, but a young man or woman who has learned that his 
work in music is a component part of a greater whole, can be 
led to appreciate his part in civic life.”’

REPORT OF DOMESTIC SCIENCE SUPERVISOR 


January 1, 1922.

Dear Sirs: 


I submit my annual report of the domestic science work in 
the Walpole public schools. 


In sewing, the work is started in Grade 5. It is here that 
the children receive the foundation work, learning all of the funda- 
mental stitches and applying them to a sewing bag. In Grade 
6 the problems of underwear are taken giving further application 
to the fundamental stitches. The girls have a choice of garments 
thereby giving more interest to the work. The course in Grade 
7 is a cooking outfit composed of towel, holder, apron and cap. 
This gives a variety of work. Grade 8 takes the more difficult 
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problems in garment construction and use of commercial patterns. 
The work in buttonholes started in Grade 7 is further practiced. 
here, and the girls are also taught to mend and patch clothing, 
and to darn stockings. 


The girls use the commercial patterns to cut their own blouses. 
The problems here being a plaited skirt and a middy blouse made 
of white poplin. If time permits we shall also make simple ging- 
ham dresses. : 


The High School sewing class have taken thus far a review of 
previous work in making articles of underwear doing fancy trim- 
ming stitches, and the more difficult methods of sewing on trim- 
mings. Some Christmas work was done. For the rest of the 
year, the work will be a study of textiles, the care and launder- 
ing of clothes and the sewing problems of dresses and blouses, 
the cookery classes are held with girls of the High School and 
the eighth grades. All work is put on a meal basis. .A study 
of the foods coming under the classes of foods, and the food prin- 
ciples, is taken in conjunction with the practice work. The girls 
are taught the making of menus, setting of the table, and the 
serving of meals; putting this work into practice by cooking and 
serving meals at the end of the course. 


The longer periods: given this year to domestic science work 
in Grades 8 and 7 are of great benefit and I feel we can thereby 
make the work so much the more practical.

REPORT OF DRAWING SUPERVISOR

Eel wish to submit a brief outline and report of the course in draw- 
ing. 


In the lower grades it works toward three things—first, to 
develop hand skill—second, to develop appreciation of pleas- 
ing arrangement of colors and shapes—and third, toward help- 
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ing the children acquire a vocabulary of simple forms that they 
will be able to draw from memory. 


In the middle grades, the emphasis advances and the two last 
‘named subjects are stressed. The construction or hand-skill 
lessons in these grades have a historical, geographical or aesthetic 
correlation. 


In the Junior High grades the appreciation work remains, in 
the form of poster work, outdoor sketching, and applied design 
problems. 


In the High School, the work is largely individual. It includes 
drawing from pose, poster planning, outdoor sketching with in- 
tensive work in color, and a large variety of applied design prob- 
lems. 


The drawing department has been co-operating in the health 
campaign in the grades by making posters and health alphabets. 
We were pleased, upon hearing Miss Bragg of Newton speak, 
to find that Walpole was already working out the health correlation 
she recommended. 

Posters have also been made upon request for the Public Li- 
brary, the Teachers’ Association, the Business Women’s Club 
and for the English Department at the High School to announce 
Good English Week. 

A very small beginning has been made in giving special work 
and help to talented children in the grades. It is hoped that 
this work can be developed. The main difficulty that stands 
in its way is the crowded schedule. 

The work at the High School has been greatly benefited by hav- 
ing a special room assigned for it. The department could be 
enlarged to advantage. By assigning an extra day of drawing 
to the High School it probably could be arranged so that some 
who can not find the free period now would be able to elect the 
course.

In making my report for the year 1921, I am pleased to state 
the children have made good progress in making garments for

themselves. The fifth grade learn the stitches, then make a 
bag which they use in the higher grades to keep their work. 


The sixth grade made apron and underwear, and‘ also learn to use 
the machine. The seventh grade make their cooking outfit, 
an apron, towel, cap and holder, and are ready for their cook- 
ing lessons in the eighth grade. The eighth grade make a dress, 
usually a middy and skirt. One unpleasant feature of the work 
is the difficulty in getting the girls in the higher grades to bring 
material or money for me to purchase goods to carry on the work 


The cooking lessons have been limited to theory, as our elec” 
tric stoves were not installed until January, 1922. 


I wish to recommend that a small dining table and four chairs 
be added to our equipment and it then will be one of the best in 
the state. 


Credit is due the girls for raising $25.00 to buy linoleum to 
cover the laboratory floor.

REPORT OF MANUAL TRAINING SUPERVISOR 


January 1, 1922.

Dear Sir:— 


I herewith submit my annual report as Instructor of Manual 
Training in the Walpole Public Schools. 


I will again briefly outline the courses in Manual Training. 
In the sixth grade preparatory work is given, the projects being 
simple but useful. The seventh and eighth grade boys make 
small pieces of furniture, farm and home projects, do repair work 
and study the subject of mechanical drawing. 


In the Practical Arts Class in the High School cabinet work, 
carpentry, repair work and mechanical drawing are the subjects 
taught. Studies are made of shop and factory methods, tool 
processes and other allied subjects. 
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The portable building located near the High School is now used 
for our shop, the room in the latter building being altogether 
too small for both grade and High School work. The portable, 
which is now on a stone foundation with the heater placed in a 
pit, is now proving to be a very good building and gives us about 
thirty per cent. more floor space. This has been a very busy 
fall for the boys in the Practical Arts class as they have done a 
large part of the moving and constructive work in equipping of 
the new shop,—some of the jobs being a new tool room, many 
tool racks, lumber racks, resetting of many lights of glass, ex- 
cavating for heater pit, a concrete floor and some brickwork in 
the heater pit, etc. 


In the Bird School much better work is being done with their 
partly new equipment than was possible in the old shop. The 
three small power machines are proving ideal for school work, 
and I think that the High School should be equipped with the 
same machines. 


There is another recommendation that I would like to make 
which was mentioned by Mr. Mansur in last year’s report, the need 
of two instructors in the Manual Training and Drawing Depart- 
ments. A short investigation would be all that is necessary for 
one to realize this need. As Mr. Mansur stated, full time could 
be given one man for High School work alone. 


In the exhibition of school work that is being planned for next 
Spring I hope to show the citizens some more good work done 
by boys of the different classes.

I herewith submit my first report of work already accomplished 
in all grades and the High School from September to January, 
and, briefly which we hope to do from January to June. 


The Palmer Method of Business Writing, which has been al- 
ready adopted in the Walpole Schools is sound in principle and 
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never fails to produce good penman when its reasonable require- 
ments are met. 


Our teachers realize that we cannot teach any good system 
of writing without first becoming familiar with the pedagogy of 
the subject so, toward that end we meet at regular intervals for 
the practice of the work included in the outline for each day and 
month, thus keeping always in advance ‘of our classes. 


In each grade, from the start, emphasis is laid more upon the 
way in which the writing is done, rather than upon the results 
on paper. We know that when good writing habits have be- 
come established it is a comparatively easy matter to teach form. 


The work has progressed satisfactorily, and now the children 
are encouraged to work for better form. No pupil is held back 
for the class but advances according to his ability. 


The acceptable work in each grade, which accumulates be- 
tween the director’s visits is laid aside for her to stamp and a 
record is made of all such accepted work. 


The drill work is only a means toward better writing and close 
correlation is expected in all other written work.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


Mr. R. W. Westcott, Superintendent of Schools, 
Dear Slr:— 


I herewith submit my annual report as School Physician for 
the High, Plimpton, Boyden and Fisher Schools. 


In the months of October and November approximately seven 
hundred examinations were made which included all the pupils 
of these schools, together with inspection of the school buildings 
at sundry times. The physical defects found were called to the 
attention of the School Nurse and parents notified. 


Possibly one half of those examined bear evidence of robust 
health, are well nourished, of good color, active and full of vim. 
At least one quarter are rounded over, have postural defects, are 
pale, hollow eyed, and lack vigor. Many show evidence of mal- 
nutrition and are found absolutely to be underweight. 
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It may be well to review briefly some of the causes leading 
to the above physical conditions. They are: Worry. from 
-overstudy in a few cases and a resulting loss of sleep; loss of sleep 
from late hours generally, social functions, etc.; overcrowding in 
rooms at home, with consequent oxygen starvation; improper 
ventilation in some overcrowded classrooms; during part of the 
past year, at least, overcrowding in busses in transporting child- 
ren to School.. 


At the High and Plimpton Schools the dispensing of hot soup 
at the noon hour is highly commendable and it is to be hoped 
that many more will avail themselves of this service. To offset 
the good coming from the sale of soup is the sale by one of the 
classes of a confection. which serves entirely as a lunch for some 
and enters into a portion of the lunch of many. I refer to a nut 
chocolate combination, and here we have the anomaly of a den- 
tist employed at one part of the town, and at another the sale 
of this confection by means of which cavities are formed and 
decay encouraged in sound teeth. 


The schools are doing a great deal to offset the unsatisfactory 
hygiene of the home life, and this by teaching the proper care 
of the body, the way to prepare food so as to render it well cooked 
and palatable, and by giving much attention to physical work 
both indoors and out. Moreover, by the teachings of the school 
nurse, an earnest attempt is made to teach general hygiene and 
the benefits which may come from it. 


Death rate from Tuberculosis. Although statistics show a de- 
cline in the tuberculosis death rate taken as a whole, one large 
insurance company calls attention to the increase of this disease 
among girls between the ages of fifteen and twenty years. The 
ten year period, 1911-1920 shows that it is in this group alone that 
adolescent girls show an increase in the death rate. No data 
relating to the cause has been secured but the question of the 
entry of larger numbers of girls into industry is raised and the 
suggestion made that the draft on vitality at this period of life 
may be an improtant factor. 


Our ancestors were men of iron. They knew only the simple 
life, long hours of toil and the plainest fare. Their descendants 
have inherited some of this hardiness, but it certainly must be 
lessened by the ways of the youth of today with his sweetmeat 
fare, his free indulgence in soda water, chewing candy and ice- 
cream cones at all hours. His poor habits of home life generally 
give rise to this pasty complexion and inaptitude for work which 
we know so well. One may well wonder what kind of a being 
a few generations of this mode of living will bring forth.

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REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The Water Board herewith submits its twenty-seventh annual 
report, it being for the year ending December 31, 1921. 


On the death of James F. Hale, we thought it best to secure the 
services of an experienced water works man, who would not only 
take charge at the pumping station, but could assume some of 
the responsibility of running the plant. After careful investi- 
gation, we secured the services of Allston F. Hart, who gave up 
a position with the Metropolitan Water Department, and came 
to us as Superintendent on May first. The results of his re- 
gime.so far have been very satisfactory. 


We secured a lot of small pine trees from the State Forestry 
Department, and have set out about 20,000 on the water shed 
south of Washington Street. We hope to set out more pines this 
coming year, and eventually get a good forest growth over the 
entire water shed. 


The plant, asa whole, is in a very satisfactory condition. The 
power pump has been run about every day during the year ex- 
cept for two days when the power was off on account of the ice 
storm. The steam pump was overhauled and found in need of many 
repairs. These were made and the pump is now in fair shape, but 
it has about outlived its usefulness, and should be throw out and 
an up-to-date machine installed in its place. 


The financial condition of the plant is not quite so satisfac- 
tory, due to the general business depression. Our receipts fell 
off about $10,000.00, and we pumped about 42,000,000 gallons 
_ less water than we did in 1920. As our annual budget is about 
the same from year to year, and as we have to take care of notes 
and interest, as due, it looks now as if it would be necessary 
to practice the strictest economy during the coming year, in order 
to come out even. 


No headway has been made in settling with the Green Estate 
for the land taken for the new water supply in 1918, and the 
situation remains about the same as last year. 


Appended, will be found the Superintendent’s report, together 
with statistics concerning the plant.

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To the Honorable Board of Water Commissioners: 
Gentlemen :— 


I herewith submit my first annual report as Superintendent of 
Water works for the Town of Walpole, Mass. 


As in former years the report contains a statement of the re- 
celpts and expenditures, together with tables and statistics con- 
cerning the plant and distributing system. 


We have installed a complete new system of book-keeping 
and accounting-in our office at the Town Hall which is always 
ready for inspection by any citizen or party interested in the 
water supply of the Town and any detailed information concern- 
ing any department thereof is at all times easily available. The 
pumping station has been thoroughly inspected and tested for 
efficiency, and a careful study has been made to reduce if possible 
the cost of operating and at the same time insure good service. 
The steam pump is kept ready at all times for service in case of 
accident to our electric pump and the water is kept warm in the 
boilers to save time in case of emergency, and the pumps are 
turned over at least once a week. This may possibly mean a 
little larger consumption of coal at the station but it is the best 
fire insurance that the Town can carry, as a breakdown in the 
water supply in case of a large fire would be disastrous. 


The indicator from the South Walpole standpipe to the station 
has been repaired and put in working order again which enables 
us to store considerable more water at the High Plain Street stand- 
pipes without danger of overflow at South Walpole. Several 
large leaks have been repaired during the summer which has 
helped reduce our pumpage and of course 1s so much added revenue. 


In regard to collections we take pleasure in reporting that 
the books were cleared December 31, 1921 all bills paid, and no out- 
standing accounts. It might be well to state here that the system 
adopted recently for collection, that is, by summonses and notices, 
has worked out very satisfactory and what might appear a bit 
drastic in some cases have proved after all to be the easier way 
both to the consumer and to our collection department and enables 
us to take advantage of a longer banking term as our collections 
are made in thirty days instead of being stretched over a longer 
interval. 


I wish especially to thank the members of the Water Board for 
their help and co-operation as well as the various Boards and off- 
cials with whom I have come in contact.
